When Water Disappears and Air Gets 
Too Thin to Breathe. 

The age of the earth is placed by 
some at 500,000,000 years, by others 
100,000,000 years, and still others of 
later time place it at 10,000,000 years. 
None place it lower than 10,000,000, 
knowing what processes have been 
gone through. 

Other planets go through the same 
process. The reason that other planets 
differ so much from the earth is that 
they are in so much earlier or later 
stages of existence. The earth must 
become old. 

Newton surmised, although he could 
give no reason for it, that the earth 
would lose all its water and become 
perfectly dry. Since then it has been 
found that Newton was correct,

“CREASING” A WILD HORSE. 


For One Captured by That Method 
Fifty Were Killed. 

Will C. Barnes, writing in McClure’s 
of the various methods of capturing 
wild horses in the old days on the 
plains, says: 

“‘Creasing’ was one of their devices: 
This consisted in shooting a bullet so 
that it struck the animal on the top 
of the neck just in front of the with- 
ers and about an inch or so deep close 
to the spinal column. The shock tem- 
porarily stunned the horse, and the 
hunter ran up and tied the animal’s 
feet together before he recovered. A 
rope halter was slipped on his head. 
A gentle horse or sometimes a work 
ox was led up alongside the prostrate 
beast, and he was securely necked up 
to the gentle animal and thus could be 
handled easily. Old mustangers say, 
however, that for one horse caught 
this way fifty were killed and that as 
a matter of fact the method was not 
used very much except in an emer- 
gency, when a hunter, after days of 
to capture, finally took the 
successfully creasing an un- 


altogether. 

“One of the best cow ponies I ever 
owned I bought from a mustanger 
who had creased him on the plains 
east of the Pecos river in New Mex- 
ico. There was a hole in his. neck 
fully two inches deep and wide, where 
the ball’ fromthe heavy” buffalo- gun 
had plowed its way through the flesh 
just high enough above the spine not 
to kill and low enough to stun effectu- 
ally.” ‘ 


India Ink, 

In both India and China there are 
thousands of people who manufacture 
india ink as a side line to their regu- 
lar business, working at it in the win- 
ter at night and on days when they 
ere not otherwise employed. It is 
made by burning some kind of oil in 
a lamp with a very long chimney, usu- 
ally made in joints which can be tak- 
en apart for greater convenience in 
cleaning out the soot which makes 
the ink, Almost any kind of vegeta- 
ble oil will aaswer, and in districts 
where petroleum is found even coal oil 
is used in making the cheaper grades. 
The best kind is made from sesame 
oil—Argonaut.

CANADA-GERMAN LINE 


President Taft Inaugurated. 


Washington, D. C.—On March 4 in 
the presence of @ vast and picturesque 


OF EUROPE. that 250,000 visitors crowded the cap- 


ital to participate ih the inaugural 
ceremonies. A terrific storm which 
raged, made the outside ceremony im- 
possible. The parade was also prac- 
tically abandoned. The ceremony of 
inaugurating the president was fol- 
lowed by the inauguration of the vice- 
president in the senate chamber and 
was witnessed by a brilliant assem- 
biage. Ps 

The most striking phase of the pre- 
sidential address came in the very 
first paragraph when President Taft 
declared, his intentions to carry out 
the policy of his predecessor, and to 
make the statement more binding with 
reference to Wall street and the great 
trusts, he explicitly mentions that he 
proposes to carry: out the policy of 
curbing great combinations of pre- 
datory wealth. , 

Another clause which aroused great 
public interest is the calm but de- 
cidedly firm view of the new chief 
magistrate on Oriental immigration. 
He declares against “immigration 
from the Orient which cannot be as- 
sithilated,”’ but urges ‘“‘fair play and 
common sense.”’ 

There is a note of genuine tariff re- 
form throughout the address which 
bears a resemblance to the old Dem- 
ocratie cry of tariff for revenue only. 

On the whole, President Taft's 
speech is a sane review of the great 
issues confronting the American peo- 
ple with much of the “square deal” 
sentiment which characterized many 
of the public utterances of his popu- 
lar predecessor.

ger to arrange with the ministry for 
a discussion of the treaty. 


Has Harnessed the Sun. 


Boston. George 8. Cove, a well- 
known Boston inventor, has perfected 
an apparatus for storing the’ sun’s 
rays. and utilizing the heat energy 
thus developed to generate an _ elec- 
trie current sufficiently brilliant to 
light his workshops. In two days of, 
sunshine the device generates and 
stores enough electricity to last six 
days. ; 

The machine, which can be built 
for $100, consists of a framework to 
be placed in an opening where it will 
receive the direct rays of the sun. 
Short ‘plugs of a metal composition 
are set into this frame. There are 
976 plugs. Filled in around these 
plugs is a body of heat-absorbing 
material. The difference of the tem- 
perature of-the two ends.of the metal 
plugs, one being in the sun, the other 
in the open with a circulatiqn of air 
eround it, generates the Stircenit of 
electricity. If the sun goes under a 
cloud or sets, an automatic cutout 
breaks the circuit between the gener- 
ator and the batteries. ¥

ENGINEER SUBMITS FIRST ReE- 
PORT OF RAILWAY SURVEY, . 


—__ 


Estimated Cost Between Eight and 
Eleven Million Dollars—Port Nel- 
son Favored for Terminal Harbor 
Over Churchill— Less Expensive 
and Shorter Line from Winnipeg. 
Ottawa.—The first progress report 

of the surveys of the Hudson Bay~ - 

railways has been submitted to the 
minister of railways. It contains,; in 
addition to a summary of the work 
completed to February 1, an estimate 
of the probable cost of the work, and 
a strong recommendation for further 


surveys to determine the possibilities 
of Port Nelson as a terminal for the 
new line. The report is strongly in 
favor of this latter port as offering a 
shorter line, fewer natural obstacles 
to overcome, cheapér construction and 
the possibilities of cheaper mainten- 
ance when completed.- Details of the 
natural resources of the country tra- 
versed by the sufveys are given, to- 
gether with numerous maps and de- 
tail plans. The report is made by J. 
Armstrong, engineer in charge, with 
headquarters at Winnipeg. 

Mr. Armstrong hus estimated the 
cost of the railway from The Pas to 
Fort Churchill at $11,000,000, and to 
Port Nelson at $8,000,000, the latter 
being 85 miles shorter. The estimate 
calls for wooden eulverts and trestles” 
and 65 pound steel, which, it is ex- 
plained would be sufficient until the 
line has proved its worth, and which 
could then be replaced with heavier 
and more permanent structures. 
Rough estimates of the probable cost 
of terminals are given. Attention is 
also called to the possibility of a canal 
along the Neleon to Lake Winnipeg. 

The report of Mr. Armstrong opens 
with brief descrintions of the country 
surveyed by ‘the engineers, They re- 
port having encountered between 250 
and 300 million feet of logs immediate- 
ly along the right-of-way, with the 
possibility of much more along the 
tributary streams, and at the same 
time there are huge areas of timber 
suitable for pulpwood ‘or ties  alon 
the whole route. Rich agricultura 
lands were found along the Mitishto 
and Grass rivers as far as Split lake, : 
and along both sides of *the Nelson i 
river to Hudson Bay. From Split 
lake to Oiuschill the land is not so 
attractive, the open country, being in 
small patches, mostly timbered and 
needing, drainage. 

The whole country south of Split 
lake is full of rivers and lakes, giving 
; communication with the railway 
ines for the carrying on of the lum- 
bering and other industries which

mately 400 miles its

Lake 
Winnipeg furnishes an extension of 
this water route to within 20 miles of » 
the city of Winnipeg..

In touching on the harbor as Chur- : he 
chill the report states that from in- 
fofmation at hand it seems to be the 
best natural harbor en the west coast 
of the bay, though the de ; of water 
are not of the mest e, and a ' 
great deal of dredging and filling will ie 
nécessary to furnish a commercial 
port capable of taking care of a large 
volume. of traffic. 

Port Nelson, which lies at the mouth 
of the Nelson river, seems to possess 
great possibilities, but would require 
further surveys to definitely deter- 
mine its value as a port for the Hud- 
son Bay route. From information. 
available a channel ten miles. in 
length. approaching the harbor will 
require more or less improvement. The 
surface indications are that this could 
be very cheaply done. According to 
data, covering a period of about 100 
years, supplied by officers of the Hud- 
son's Bay company, the season of na- 
vigation at Nelson averages from one 
to two months a year longer than a’ 
Churchill, the shortest season at Nel- 
son being about the same as the 
est at Churchill. These same 
state that the harbor at Nelson never 
freezes entirely across, although more 
or less drifi ice is encountered 
the winter months.

To prevent ay landoichsonnt i ‘ou 
the part of those vitually interested I 
deem it advisable to direct your at- 
tention to the following facts : 

On the fourth day of May, 1907, an 
agreement in writing was entered in- 
to between The—W estern Coal -Opera- 
tors’ Association of the one part and 
the eniployees of the various compan- 
ies comprising such Association, as 
represented by the United Mine 
Workers of America, District No. 18, 
of the other part, embodying the 
terms and conditions under which 
coal was to be mined at our various 
collieries ‘* for the period of two years 
commencing April Ist, 1907 and end- 
ing March 3lst, 1909.” 

It was one of the terms of that 
agreement that: the parties thereto 
would meet in conference sixty days 
prior to the expiration thereof to dis- 
cuss its renewal, 

On the 12th day of January 1909 our 
Association met the officers of your 
Union at Lethbridge for the purpose 
of discussing a renewal of the said 
agreement and it was agreed that a 
further meeting should be held at 
Macleod commencing on the 2nd day

LIVING BY MUSIC. 
Advantage of Being Able to Play at 
Least Two Instruments. 

A member of a musical organization 
who takes special pride in his skill as 
a tuba player is also an accomplished 
violinist. 

“Every practical musician,” he says, 
“who expects to make his living at 
the business ought to play at least two 
instruments—one brass and the other 

string. It often happens that a man 

playing two instruments can secure 


an engagement where he who plays 
but one would be left unemployed dur- 
ing part of the time, Traveling com- 
panies who take their musicians along 
often insist on their doubling up—that 
is, playing brass in a street parade or 
in front of the theater and a string in- 
strument in the orchestra. In the good 
old summer time the demand is for 
brass. In the winter strings are in re- 
quest, so at the change of season many 
cornet and horn players put away their 
brass instruments, take up their fiddles 
and their bows and play at balls and 
dances all the winter long.

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WHERE BURGLARS GET TOOLS. | 


London Housebreakers Use Devious 
Means to Get Instruments. 


Every little while, said a London 
detective recently, the police arrest 
& man with a set of burglars’ tools 
in his possession, and one naturally 
wonders where they all come from. 

It is easy to buy a gun of any de- 
scription,, and the most reputable 
person would not be ashamed to be 
seen purchasing the most wicked- 
looking knife ever made; but who 
would know where to get a “jimmy,” 
or a device for drilling into a safe, 
or any of the many tools used by. the 
professional burglar in the pursuit of 
his calling? 

There probably are places in the 
large cities where these things are 
made and sold to the users, but such 
places are exceedingly scarce. It 
may seem a little strange to, learn 
that most’ of. the tools used in bur- 
glaries are made by mechanics who 
are looked upon as respectable men 
in the community. 

When a burglar wants any particu- 
lar tool made he goes to a mechanic 
who can do the job and pays him 
perhaps five times what it is actually 
worth for making the tool and keep- 
ing quiet about it.. Many detectives 
can recall cases of this kind that have 
come to light in London. 

One in particular. occurred some 
years ago. when an escaped convict 
named Williams went to a blacksmith 
in the Kast end and got him'to make 
a lots of drills to be used in safe- 
cracking. He personally superintend- 
ed the tempering of the steel, but 
when the job was nearly completed 
it leaked out and Williams was ar- 
rested. In this instance the black- 
smith knew nothing of the use to 
which the tools were to be put. Most 
of the tools used by burglars are se- 
evred in the same way. 

The onlv regular establishment ever 
discovered where they were made 
was in the East end. This was years 
ago, and the place was soon pounced 
down upon. 


CHINA’S RENOVATOR. 


Sir Robert Hart Has Doge Much to 
Introduce Western Methods. 


In the history ofpCfina, the name 
of Sir Robert Hart will be associated 
always with the beginning of the 
westernization offthe empire.

TIGERS. MERCILESS - DEMONS. 


While Easy to. Hardie and Quick to 
Learn, When Aroused .They Are 
Fiends tnearnate—Panthers, Jaguars 
and Leopards Are Treacherous. 


“Of all wild‘ animals,” writes A. W. 

Rolker in -Appieton’s Magazine, “in- 
| eluding the rhinoceros, with his fright- 

ful charge. and his: dreadful horn, in- 

cluding. the rogue elephant with his 
| unbounded strength, his marvelous 
eunning and his villainots trunk, and 
including that gray shiggy Togue, the 
American grizzly, with his rib. crush- 
ing bung, his pondérous: paw and his 
hot, reeking maw, no beast is as dan- 
gerous to man as any one of, the big 
cats. . Pye ae 

“For, ! besides the motth “provided 
with teeth that can crunch through the 
leg bone of a man as if it were a 
pipestem, each’ foot is provided witb 
five poniard-like claws, pointed like 
needles and from three to four and a 
half inches long. As the beast strikes 
with these he draws the claws in, 
keeping hold of muscles and tendons 
and ligaments and tearing them out of 
the flesh until they snap like rubber 
bands, so that’ unless the victim suc- 
cumbs it will be months and months 
and sometimes years and years be- 
fo.e he can regain use of an injured 
member. 

“But not only do these ‘talons’ tear 
viciously. Curious to say, although 
the claws are needle pointed and 
the edges are dull as the tip of a little 
finger, a cut with one of these hooks 
is like the cut of a dagger. On one oc- 
casion in Bostock’s trained wild ani- 
mal show a Bengal tigress made 
sweep at a European black bear, cut 
through the six inch thick far of the 
bear and cut three parallel strips two 
feet long and six inches deep and 
clean as razor slashes to’ thé very 
backbone of the beast. ;

“This is contrary to the popular be- 
lief which credits the tiger as the most 
bloodthirsty of all wild beasts. The 
tiger is, however, the quickest to learn 
and the easiest to handle.
